EHIGHT-HOUR LAW DISCUSSION. 

Just before the adjournment of Congress 
the House of Representatives indulged in a 
rather diverting discussion on a joint reso- 
lution declaring that the clause ‘of the Re- 
vised Statutes which provides. that, eight 
hours shall constitute & day’s work for. all 
workmen employed by the Government 
means that they shall receive a full. day’s 
pay for that amount of labor, Debate on the 
resolution had been limited to half an hour, 
but by unanimous consent it was somewhat 
extended, though a South Carolina member 
who had prepared..an elaborate speech in 
which, as le declared in advance, he had 
made a personal attack upon certain *‘ Mas- 
“sachusetts statesmen,” did not obtain the 
privilege of having his remarks printed at.a 
time which would have made any reply im- 
possible. The discussion was entertaining be- 
cause the zealous advocates of the proposition 
were about equally divided between, the two 
parties, as the advocates of the original law 
had been, and yet each was anxious to fix 
discredit, either for favoring or opposing it, 
upon the party to which he did not belong. 
The arguments themselves were also rather 
amusing than otherwise, but the resolution 
was passed by more than 4 two-thirds vote, 
though “111 members failed to put them- 
selves on record one way or the other. 

The Hight-hour law for Government work- 
men was passed in’ 1868.
